Charles Carroll Of Carrollton 

ESSAY by

Charles Carroll of Carrollton was one of the greatest of American patriots. No chronicle 
of the historic events preceding and during the American Colonies’ struggle for freedom from 
English rule is complete without some mention of Charles Carroll and his many notable contribu¬ 
tions to the cause of liberty. 

Carroll’s grandfather, Charles Carroll the Emigrant, came to Maryland in 1688 and thus 
began a family which was to become one of the most illustrious in the state. Cairoll s giand- 
father soon began acquiring land holdings, among which was Doughregan Manor, located in what 
is now known as Howard County, and which is still the family home. 

Carroll’s father, Charles Carroll of Annapolis, continued the family trait of land acquisi¬ 
tion, the most outstanding of which was Carrollton, a hunting manor in Frederick County, purchased 
from the Indians. 

The Carroll family soon became the largest landholders in Maryand, and when Carroll 
was born on the twentieth of September in 1737 his people were probably the wealthiest in the 
Colony. Born to such affluence it was only natural that Charles Carroll the Third should re¬ 
ceive a very good education. 

While still a child he was sent abroad, where he entered the College of St. Omer, a school 
under the supervision of the English Jesuits. After six years in this institution he was sent to 
France where he spent three years in the Jesuit colleges of Rheims, and Louis le Grand in Paris. 
Following this preparatory education, he entered upon a study of civil law which carried him 
through the colleges of Bourges, Paris, and the Temple in London. In 1764, at the 'age of 
twenty-seven, he returned home to begin a career which was to distinguish him as the most in¬ 
fluential man in Maryland and a great patriot. 

Mr. Carroll had not been home long before the difficulties of the Stamp Act had risen 
up to darken the lives of the Colonists. Carroll’s pen flowed swiftly as he wrote vehement de¬ 
nouncements. Even after the repeal of the tax, Carroll continued to write on the rights of the 
citizens. 

A little later- he was called upon once more to denounce oppression. The governor of 
Maryland proposed and by proclamation levied a tax on the people of the state. The lord of Car¬ 
rollton vehemently opposed the levy in the following words: “In a land of freedom this arbi¬ 
trary exertion of prerogative will not, must not, be endured”. Through his attitude in this case 
Carroll had now risen to the highest station in the confidence of the people. 

In reply to a letter of threat from an acquaintance in England he said those now fam¬ 
ous words: “If we are beaten on the plains, we will retreat to the mountains and defy them”. 

Though reared in luxury he possessed the staunchest courage, a courage possessed by all true pa¬ 
triots. \ 

Carroll’s services to his state and country were many and varied, but the most con¬ 
spicuous was his attendance upon the Continental Congress of 1776 at Philadelphia. It was as 
a member of this famous body of patriots that Carroll signed the Declaration of Independence on 
August 2, 1776. . 

An incident typical of the character of Carroll and his faith in the land of his birth hap¬ 
pened at this momentous occasion. Invited by John Hancock to sign the historic document, 

Carroll wrote his name, “Charles Carroll”. Another patriot, familiar with the vast land hold¬ 
ings of Carroll, remarked, “There go a few millions”. The full import of this casual remark 
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can be understood by considering that if the British had defeated the Colonists, Carroll stood to 
lose l™ entire fortune. Another patriot voiced the opinion that there were several “Charles 
Carrolls and that no one would know which had signed. Thereupon Carroll picked up his quill 
and added of Carrollton” after his signature saying, “They cannot mistake me now”. This 
magnanimous gesture of staking his entire fortune and life upon the success of the Colonists 
was a contributing factor,to his election to the Consitutional Convention, the one hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of which is to be celebrated on September 17th of this year. 

Early in the year of 1776 an attempt was made to enlist the aid of Canada to the Colon¬ 
ists’ cause by peaceful means. Charles Carroll together with Benjamin Franklin, Samuel Chase, 
and the Reveiend John Carroll formed the embassy which visited Canada. Although the at¬ 
tempt failed, the efforts of Charles Carroll were notable. 

At the Maryland Convention, held! June 28, 1776, Carroll proposed a resolution to allow 
the Maryland delegates to vote on the question of the independence of the United States. The 
resolution was passed. 

Carroll wrote many able articles in defence of the Colonists’ right to freedom and indepen¬ 
dence, some of which were published in the Maryland Gazette. Carroll desired independence for 
many reasons. He fervently hoped that severance from England would bring religious free¬ 
dom back to Maryland. Toleration had been withdrawn when William and Mary took the 
government of the Colony away from Charles, the third Lord Baltimore. When the colony was 
restored to the fifth Lord Baltimore by King George, religious liberty was not restored. People 
of all faiths were taxed to support the Established Church of England. Catholics were taxed 
more heavily than other citizens and were not allowed to have churches. They worshiped at 
altars in their homes or at secret gatherings to avoid arrest and persecution. Carroll hoped that 
independence would allow Marylanders to worship in their own way. When religious freedom 
was at last restored, it was the influence of Charles Carroll that brought about the restoration. 

After many years of faithful and unfailing service to his country and his state, Charles 
Carroll, in 1804, retired to private life at Carrollton. 

When he was ninety years of age, he turned the first sod for a railroad that was to ex¬ 
tend from Baltimore to the Ohio River. As he broke ground he said, “I consider this among 
the most important acts of my life, second to that of signing the Declaration of Independence, if 
second to even that.” 

Charles Carroll outlived the other signers of the Declaration of Independence by six years. 
During his entire life he was as devoted to his religion as he was to his country. Toward the 
end of his life he said, “I have lived to my ninety-sixth year; I have enjoyed continual health; 
I have been blessed with wealth, prosperity, and most of the good things which the world 
applauds—but what I now look back on with the greatest satisfaction to myself is that I have 
practiced the duties of my religion.” 

His religion is well defined in two other quotations taken from his own words. “God 
bless and prepare you for a better world, for the present is but a passing meteor compared to 
Eternity.” He wrote these words in a letter to. his son, and later upon the death of that only 
heir he writes: “On the 20th of this month I entered upon my eighty-ninth year. This, in any 
country, would be deemed a long life. If it has not been directed to the only end for which man 
was created, it is a mere nothing, an empty phantom, an invisible point compared with Eternity . 

On November 14, 1832, while on a visit to his daughter’s house on Pratt Street in that 
section of Baltimore which is now known as Old Town, Charles Carroll died. The last words 
spoken by him on this earth were in acknowledgment of his doctor’s efforts to ease his pain. 
With the departure of kind, intelligent, and saintly. Charles Carroll of Carrollton a truly magnif¬ 
icent figures passed from this world. 
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Class History 


In September 1933, with great pride and joy, and with an anxious, expectant look upon 
our young, eager faces, the present class of 1937 entered the classrooms of Mt. St, Joseph s 
High School. For the first time in our lives we sat in a classroom utterly devoid of the fem¬ 
inine atmosphere. With much enthusiasm and ardent zeal, wc spent our freshman year under 
the faithful and trustworthy guidance of the Xaverian Brothers, whose methods though new to 
us were none the less pleasing. During the first week of school most of the time was; spent in 
assigning us to our home rooms, getting the classes adjusted, and the purchase of books. Our 
ignorance of the procedure in this matter made the matter more difficult for us and more 
trying for those in charge.. .Many of the boys still carry vivid memories of how they almost 
froze at Severna Park, on a freezing November day in 1933, when the Maroon team blasted St. 
Joe’s hopes for an undefeated season. Jealous of this display of Jack Frost’s icy touch, Old 
Sol sent down sweltering rays on Ascension Day when, in celebration of the Maryland lei- 
centenary, students of the Catholic grammar schools, high schools, and colleges of the Archdio¬ 
cese marched in a maagnificent parade to the Baltimore Stadium, filling its tiers of seats to over¬ 
flowing. This gave all the freshman their first chance to show public loyalty to the Mount. 
With what seemed to be the speed of light we had completed our freshman year, and we left for 
our summer vacation with the happy feeling that we would no longer be looked upon as mere 
freshman” upon our return in September. 

With our vacation a thing of the past, we entered with renewed spirit our sophomore year 
at Mt. St. Joseph’s. During this time the various Jnuior athletic teams were thickly populated 
with our classmates. Though no outstanding achievements were made, great promise was shown 
by all. In the middle of the year, and after a short illness, Frank Trenkamp, genial, well-liked 
classmate, was called from our midst by the Angel of Death. Let us pause here to utter a 
prayer for the happy repose of his soul. The cast of the spring play tliat year bore for the first 
time the names of a few' members of the class of 'Z7 : Joe Harris, John Zimmerer, and Joe Reis, 
who took small parts in '‘Gold in Them Thar Hills”, which was a great success. The final ex¬ 
aminations ended our second year. Little did we know that when we returned in September, 
Brothers Eugene, Kenneth and Philip would be gone and many newcomers to the faculty would 
meet us. I i 

In addition to the changes in the faculty prior to our junior year, many other changes 
had taken place about the Mount. The library was moved from its old location to the large 
study hall to afford more room for the rapidly increasing collection of books, demanded by the 
ever-increasing student body. The room the library used to occupy was in turn converted into 
a study hall. Two new classrooms were added in Alexius Hall, some of the class-rooms in the 
main building were made larger, and many new desks were added and old ones repaired to 
improve the facilities. At this time it became necessary for us to part from many of our class¬ 
mates, for some decided to continue their academic studies and others desired to pursue the Busi- 
ness-English Course. Like a bolt from the blue came the announcement on December 10, 1935, 
of the transfer of Brother Noel, the director, to Louisville, Kentucky. Simultaneously came the 
news of the appointment of Brother Edmund, the present director. .. .Though many memories of 
the Mount stand out in the minds of the graduates, none is more vivid and thrilling than the mem¬ 
orable one-touchdown defeat of the much vaunted and lauded City College eleven. As June 
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drew near, our spirits soared, for the long-awaited Senior year became no longer a remote pos¬ 
sibility but a certainty, asf our marks disclosed. 

And now, in September of 1936, came, as the interlocuter would say, the “grand finale”. 
The freshmen of 1933 had arrived to fulfill the vacancy left by the departing graduates. As 
Seniois of the Mount it fell to our lot to uphold the many noble traditions of all who had gone 
be foie us, and our endeavor w'as to carry out these new' responsibilities to the best of our abil¬ 
ity. .. .In spite of the fact that it did not live up to pre-season expectations, our football team 
played with the ability common to St. Joe athletes, and, left a worthy record on the gridiron in 
1936. Soon after the football season came one'of the most important events of the school year. 
Under the direction of Brother Sylvanus, recently transferred, was held the election of Senior 
class officers. The victorious candidates for the various offices were J. Harris, President; A. Fitz¬ 
gerald, Vice-president; L. McGinn, Secretary; and J. Zimmerer, Treasurer, the quill, our school 
publication, w'as issued monthly instead of quarterly as was the case in former years. This was in 
accordance with the wish of many to provide more frequent reception of school news. Bro. Ed¬ 
mund, at a general assembly in December, announced that Bro. Nathanael would give up his duties 
as Director of Studies in order to accept a scholarship in modern languages offered him by Johns 
Hopkins; University and that his post would be filled by Brother Samuel, w'ho had had previous ex¬ 
perience in such work. In addition to tile performance of these duties, Brother Samuel inaug¬ 
urated a threefold program of public speaking to consist of contests in debate, oratory, and elocu¬ 
tion. Aid in conducting these contests w'as rendered by the Seniors, who acted in the capacities 
of judges, chairmen, and the like. With tireless energy the new Director of Studies turned his 
attention to seeking a remedy for petty breaches of discipline among the student body, and 
formed for the first time in the history of the Mount a student council. During the past year 
the students of the Mount mourned with all the schools in the American Province the loss of 
Brother Constantine and Brother Alphonse whose deaths after many years as Brothers w f ere 
great blows to all. After weeks of preparation, the Seniors came to the social climax of their 
high school careers, the Senior Promenade, which proved to be a great success both from the 
viewpoint of the students and the faculty. The numerous lectures against Communism proved 
of great benfit to the Seniors in particular, as it is they who must soon leave the Mount and enter 
the social, unrest in the commercial world. 

All of us have at one time or another expressed the desire to be out of school, but now, 
as Seniors, we feel nothing but regret at the thought that next September w'e will be unable to 
again pick up our books and come to class. Now we are beginning to realize all that the Mount 
and our teachers have meant to us. To the Brothers go our heartfelt thanks, and to the under¬ 
classmen we say as we leave. u Adieu. Carry on!

He showed me a Boston paper which contained a picture of John Dowdy 
being interviewed by a crowd of one reporter after returning from a big game expedition with 
Brother De Paul.

On Thursday evening, April 29, the Mount St. Joseph Dramatic Club presented the first 
public showing of the new three act comedy, ‘’Papa, Behave”, by Austin Goetz. Due to a slug¬ 
gish sale of tickets, a smaller crowd than anticipated attended. The following night, however, 
was in marked contrast. Once the public had witnessed the efforts of the versatile Mount Play¬ 
ers tlie demand for tickets increased so rapidly that many could not be satisfied because of the 
limited seating capacity of the auditorium. Many returned for the second time, while a number 
were willing to stand during the entire performance. The praise showered upon the cast is fit¬ 
ting tribute to the coaching ability and stage knowledge of the director, Brother Thomas Patrick. 

In the leading role of Alexander Appleby was William Moran, ’37, who played this dif¬ 
ficult character in positively brilliant fashion. His portrayal was remarkably natural. James 
Haas ’38 enacting the dual role of old crony and new wife, kept the audience roaring with 
laughter during the entire play. George Parr, Robert Condon, Albert Fitzgerald, Vincent Met¬ 
tee, and George Healy, all seniors, appeared in major or minor parts and performed excellently. 

The sensational success of the play can be attributed to several interests, not the least of 
which was the beautiful scenery made and erected by Brother Sixtus and the Playshop. but 
major credit must be accorded Brother Thomas Patrick who sent fellows onto the stage for the 
first time in their lives and had them acting like old troupers.

Public Speaking Contests

they represented. To give additional interest to the contests, the Alumni Association, following 
a suggestion from a member of the Faculty, donated solid gold lapel buttons to the three best 
speakers in each division of the program and silver buttons of the same design to all other stu¬ 
dents who reached the finals. Nine gold and fourteen silver medals were awarded. 

The winners of gold medals in debating and oratory are given above. In addition, gold 
medals in elocution were given to James Hennigan, Milton Gardner, and Edward Brennan. Sil¬ 
ver medals were given to the following boys for their excellence in one of the forms of Public 
Speaking: George Healy, Paul Dolan, John Zeiler, Charles O’Malley, Joseph Becker, Robert 
Duerr, Edward Brennan, Norman Habighurst, Robert Larkins, Robert Hartmann, Dennis Dore, 
Joseph Dolivka, Joseph Callis.

Varsity Football Team 

After much unnecessary delay, candidates for Varsity Football finally held their first work¬ 
out on September 7, under the watchful and critical eye of Coach Jack McNally. Of the fifty 
odd candidates that reported for duty, only twelve were letter men. Five of these had been reg¬ 
ulars on the 1935 eleven, the other seven reserves. The returning regulars were Captain Bob 
Molloy and Lou Schanberger, tackles; John Donohue, center; Chris Bosley, end; aud Joe Kas¬ 
per, fullback. Moreover, only two weeks remained before the date set for the opening clash of 
the season. Consequently, there was much dismal shaking of heads and a general feeling of un¬ 
certainty regarding the football destinies of the Mount. 

Lyle Field was the site selected for the opening day ceremonies, and quite a turnout re¬ 
sponded. But the Little Gaels went down to defeat at the hands of a finely-trained McDonogh 
eleven, by a score of 13 to 0. Showing the benefits of a month's preparation, the Cadets found 
little trouble in piercing the weak Purple line. Nevertheless, it was not until late in the third 
period that they were finally able to push over a score. The final touchdown came in the 
fourth quarter after a blocked kick had given the hosts the ball on the Josephites 12-yard line. 
Although our boys did about as well as could have been expected from such a short training 
period, there was still plenty of room for improvement on both attack and defense. 

Severely stung by the defeat handed them in their opening tussle, the Mount gridders 
went forth to vent their wrath on the Vocational eleven. With Joe Kasper and Bob Condon 
scoring two touchdowns each, the Irvingtonians had little trouble in registering their first Con¬ 
ference victory, by a score of 25—6. Kasper's two tallies were registered in the first and 
fourth periods, and both were the result of line plunges. Condon’s pair of markers took place 
during the same sessions. His first was a 70-yard dash round left end, while the last was a 
12 yard slant off-tackle, following a blocked kick by John Donohue. 

A Columbus Day crowd of 1500 invaded Gibbons Field to witness the contest with Severn 
School, which had been held over three days due to inclement weather conditions. After put¬ 
ting up a brilliant defense for three periods, the Josephites finally yielded two touchdowns in the

Before he could scoop the pigskin, he was 
brought to earth by Poly tacklers on bis own 15-yard mark. Tech took the ball on downs and 
in three plays crossed the goal line for the only score of the game. Bob Sughrue and Bob Mol¬ 
loy stood out defensively for the Mount. One casualty resulted from this tussle, when Johnny 
Donohue suffered a dislocated shoulder and was relegated to the sidelines for the remainder of 
the season. 


Southern Maryland was the scene of the next battle, as the Irvington eleven journeyed 
to Charlotte Hall and scored its second victory of the season by smothering the Cadets under a 
43 to 0 score. The Josephites scored in every period, the second quarter being the only one in 
which they did not garner more than one touchdown. Al Fitzgerald was the big gun in the Pur¬ 
ple and Cream attack. He scored two touchdowns, and lugged the leather 130 yards from scrim¬ 
mage during the afternoon. Ed Novak and Joe Kasper, both of whom did some splendid ball- 
toting, Johnny Knox, Paul Tinker, and Charlie Reynolds accounted for the other scores. 


At Baltimore Stadium, on October 30, the Gaels gave their finest exhibition of the season. 
As 1500 partisan fans looked on, City College was forced to call upon every resource to defeat 
a desperate, fighting St. Joe eleven. The score was 20 to 0, but the powerful Collegians were 
held without a tally for the first quarter, and went into the fourth holding only a six- point lead! 
Until the final quarter, the Josephites offered the giant Orange and Black squad the most stub¬ 
born resistance encountered by them all season.Even City's one touchdown in the first half of 
the game came only after a forward pass had put the ball in scoring position. But in the final 
session the battered Purple line, weakened by the loss of Chris Bosley, who was carried from the 
field in the second period with a broken knee-cap, yielded two more scores, the last being again 
the result of a blocked punt. Kasper, Knox, Fitzgerald, Bosley, Condon and Bracken acquitted 
themselves nobly on the defense for the Purple and Cream. 

When the date set for the opening of the annual Catholic Series arrived, Friday the 
13th proved no hoodoo to the plucky Irvington crew. The Josephites scored two touchdowns 
in the second half against the Jesuits to win 14 to 0 in the opening round of the hght for the 
Catholic Championship at Oriole Park. Bob Condon and Gregory Fitzgerald tallied the point* 
which gave us the triumph. Due to numerous fumbles, the Irvington attack failed to click m 
the firs?two periods. The Blue and Gold, in the meantime, did not have much to offer in the 
way of an offense and the teams were battling near the center of the field at intermission. In 
the y third period Condon raced 50 yards after snaring an enemy punt for the score. Fitzgerald 
later was responsible for the second one, recovering a fumble by Novak, who was endeavoring 
to edge his way over from Loyola’s one yard stripe. 

On November 20, against Calvert Hall, their perennial rival, the Gaels went out to save 
their record To win meant a fair season; to lose, a poor one. It was homecoming day for the 
Mourt“tomi and one of the largest crowds ot the season put in ,ts appearance. St. Joe scored 



























first when Sughrue recovered a fumbled Cardinal lateral on the mid-field stripe to start a first 
quarter drive which ended when A1 Fitzgerald took the ball around end, on a reverse, 25 yards 
for a touchdown. But the joy of the Joseph its supporters was short-lived. Calvert Hall’s 
superior ground attack shattered a lighter Irvington line for two markers, and the alert play of 
Clark, center, accounted for another when he blocked a kick and carried the ball over the goal line. 
The final score—Calvert Hall 21, St. Joe 7 . 

Thus ended another football season. Another St. Joe team hung up its togs, a typical 
Mount—good winners—good losers. To those seniors who have worn the regalia of the Purple 
and Cream for the last time—Joe Kasper, A1 Fitzgerald, Johnny Knox, Bob Sughrue, Bill Mo¬ 
ran, John Donohue, Lou Schanberger, and the others—we pay tribute for their courage and sports¬ 
manship.

Basketball 

Almost before the echo of the gun, sounding the finish of the final football fray, had died 
away, the followers of the cage sport had taken to the courts for another winter season. Not 
satisfied to take a breathing spell after the strenuous gridiron campaign, the Mount basketers, 
under their new coach, Brother Earl, held their first workout on the day following Thanksgiv¬ 
ing. From then on, even during the Christmas holidays, the Irvington gym was the scene of 
daily practice sessions. In this way the coach was able to reduce an original squad of forty-five 
candidates to the customary fifteen. 

The first problem that presented itself was the difficult task of installing a new and en¬ 
tirely different system of play. And if you think that this can be accomplished in a few weeks 
of practice, then you are sadly mistaken. For this reason, quite a few victories had to be sacri¬ 
ficed before the new “machine” could be actually tested and approved. Secondly, the material 
for this year’s squad was primarily and essentially green. Not a single regular—and only three 
substitutes—were returning from the squad of the previous year! 

Nevertheless, on December 9, less than three weeks after the close of the football season, 
(be Gaels took the floor for their first official basketball test and came through with a 22 to 15 
victory over Towson Catholic High. Three victories in four starts was the record the Josephites 
took home for the holidays, but their winning streak was not to continue. The Irvington quint 
captured two of the next five contests, including a thrilling 21—20 upset over Polytechnic. Then 
followed six heart-breaking defeats in rapid succession. This should have been enough to make 
any team lose heart, but not so for the Little Gaels. Instead of becoming discouraged, they * dug 
in” and fought all the harder. As a result, they wound up the season in a blaze of glory, win¬ 
ning five out of their last seven encounters, including spectacular triumphs over City College 
(Divisional Champs) and Loyola High School. 
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Before we finish, just a few words about this season. The Mount lost one more game 
than it won. Judging by this record alone, one would shake his head and say “not so good/* 
But if we are to judge this team, not from old score books, but by what actually happened on the 
court, if we are to base our opinion, not on the judgment of those who saw one or two games, 
but on the word of those who saw all of them, then our judgment will not be severe. At least 
half the defeats suffered by the Josephites, part cularly those games lost in the last quarter, can 
be traced directly to inexperience. You will notice, however, that as the season progressed and 
the boys gradually absorbed this much-needed experience, they began playing their best ball in 
the late stages of the game. Two perfect examples of this arc presented in the contests with 
City and Loyola. In the first meeting with each of these quints, the Gaels were nosed out in 
the last three minutes of play, after having set the pace throughout the test; whereas, in their 
second meeting, the Purple cagers came from behind to score two brilliant victories. 

Despite the fact that Brother Earl's cagers were successful in winning only 11 games this 
year, wh’le losing 12, they played and learned a lot of basketball, and with Hugh Cross, their 
newly-elected captain, leading the way. ably supported by Pazourek, Reynolds, Babbington, 
McMahon, Kuhns and Fox, they have the nucleus for a really outstanding quintet in 1938.

Although this year was Mount Saint Joseph's first as a competitor in the Maryland Scho¬ 
lastic Swimming Association, it nevertheless made a good record, winning two and losing four 
of its meets. Under the guidance of Harry (Pat) Ryan the natators worked themselves into 
fine shape at the Knights of Columbus pool. 

The first meet of the season against Vocational was an encouraging victory, 53 to 22. The 
squad made quite a display of talent as our Mermen garnered the first places in all the events 
except the diving. 

We next met the defending champions, City College, and went down in defeat to the tune 
of 52 to 23. The Collegians had lost none of their brillance since last season and St. Joe was 
no match for them, winning only two events, the 50-vd dash and the 200 yard relay. 

Defeat was again met at the hands of Woodrow Wilson High School in Washington. This 
was one of the closest meets of the season and with any breaks at all the Mount would' have won. 
As it was, the winner was not decided until the ] ast event. Sughrue with a double win in the 50 
and 100 yard dashes and the relay team scored first! places for us. The score was 40 to 35. 

The next meet against Poly also proved disastrous for St. Joe. The Mount scored 
first winning the medley, but was not able to hold the lead after the fourth event. At the end 
we were on the wrong end. of the 46 to 29 score. 

The last contest of the season against Friends was a smashing triumph for the Josephites. 
There was never any doubt as to the final outcome as the Mount mermen made a clean sweep of 
the first places. Even all the second places, except in the 200 yard' free style,, fell to our swim¬ 
mers. 


Throughout the season the outstanding performer was Lee Sughrue, who swims in the 
50 yard and 100 yard free style events. Lee was by far our most consistent scorer, being de¬ 
feated only once by La Porte of City in the 100 yard dash. He represented St. Joe in both the 
Maryland Scholastics and in the South Atlantics. In the former he garnered 8 points, coming 
in second in both of his events to McDermott o f Tome, At the South Atlantics, however, lie 
not only won the 40 yard contest but also set a J new record of 19,2 seconds. 

A very enviable mark was also set by our relay team. It swept through the season with 
only one defeat marring its record, a loss to Poly.
